DOMF.MK NEWS. 


Fnrthcr Stonu Advices. 
C hicago, M arch 26th.—A London (Ky.) 
special say* a terrific cyclone, the severest 
known in that section of the country, passed 
through that place and Pittsburg, two miles 
north of London, at 4 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, causing death and destruction in its 
track, especially at Pittsburg, where it w*as 
severest. The Methodist Church was razed 
to the ground, and xuuch property damaged 
at Pittsburg. John Hartman, brakeman, was 
blown from a freight car, carried about fifty 
feet, alighting on his head in a creek, break­ 
ing his uecs and causing instant death. 
Three freight b^xes, two coal oil tanks and a 
caboose were blown from the track, slightly 
injuring several people, and detaining the 
south-bound mail train five hours. A little 
cabin in which Mr. Broughton was living was 
blown down, instantly killing Mrs. Brough­ 
ton and two little cbi’dren. The following 
persons are thought to be mortally wounded : 
Colonel C. A. Stringer, both It;s broken and 
cut in the head ; Mrs. C. W. Stringer, hip 
masfced; Robert Ridings, spinal column 
broken and cut in the head ; Miss Sallie 
Goff, cut in the head ; James W arren, two 
riba broken and wounded in the head. 
Among those slightly wounded ia \V. Wool- 
sey. Over ICO men and their families are 
left without homes and employment by the 
dreadful c&tietrophe. 
THREE CHILDREN FATALLY INJURED. 
Columbia (S. t\), March 26th.—The Daily 
lie y inter'x Piedmont; special says : A severe 
cyclone passed over Anderson county, near 
Piedmont, destroying the house of Mr. W at­ 
son, aud his three children are thought to be 
fa;ally injured. 
THUNDER AND HIGH WATER. 
P etersburg (V s.), March 26th.—A tre 
mtndou* thunder-storm burst over this city 
sh rtly after midnight. The thunder was so 
severe as to shake the houses. The Appo­ 
mattox river at this point is very high. Ihe 
meadows on the Chesterfield side of the river 
are submerged. The water is 6till rising. A 
protracted spell of bad weather this month 
nos greatly retarded all farming operations in 
this section. 
SIX LADIES KILLED, 
Charlotte (Nr. C.). M arch 26:h.—Specials 
regarding the cyclone in this section last 
night state that at Newton thirty houses 
were blown down and the M ethodist church 
wrecked. M ary Himsucker was killed and 
fourteen persons wounded. 
Rumors from 
Lenoir says a whole family was killed. Six 
ladies are known to be killed. The telegraph 
wires are down. A t Mecklenburg five or six 
rei-ideiices were destroyed, but no lives were 
lost. The cyclone also passad through Ire­ 
dell county, doing great damage to fruits, 
and blowing down many houses. 
A TOWN WIPED OUT. 
Indianapolis, M arch 26:h.—A Brookville 
(Ind.) correspondent of the Journal tele­ 
graphs that the village of Scipio, near the 
Ohio and Indiana hue, was wiped out by 
Tuesday’s tornado. Only two houseB remain, 
and lliey are badly damaged. Rev. Joseph 
W inston was killed.. 
TERRIFIC WIND STORM. 
Lynchburg (Va.), M arch 26th.—A terrific 
wind and rain-storin swept over this section 
last night, causing great damage to property 
iu Amüerst county. The lowlands were all 
submerged, and fencing, bridges and mill 
dams ewept away. James iiver at this point 
is higher than for five years. 
HIGH WATER AT RICHMOND. 
R ichmond (Va.), March 26tb.—A ll the 
wharves in the lower part of the city are sub­ 
merged. Too water is up into the main 
street, and steadily rising. 
EVERYTHING SWEPT CLEAN. 
R aleigh (N. C.), March 26th.— A cyclone 
formed near Newton yesterday afternoon, 
aud traveled east. Trees were blown down 
for a distance of two miles, and everything 
swept clein. Hail atonts fell as large as eggs, 
and an electric storm raged all over the State. 
Many persons are reudered h omelet s. 
TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION. 
D ayton (Ohio), March 26th.—Intelligence 
from Shakertown, Ridgeville, Centerville, 
Spring Valley. Trt bein’* station and South 
Charleston *ell oi terrible destruction by the 
cyclone yesterday evening. Two Johnston 
brothers were killed at Ridgeville. 
Ex­ 
Sheriff GlarfeHer was drowoed while refuged 
iu a bridge which was struck by the cyclone. 
The aamage d~»ne caonoi be estimated. 
The Lower M ississippi Flood. 
W ashington, M arch 26 h.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived from Louisiana say the Mississippi 
river has broken over most of the levees, and 
Government aid is nece.-sary to prevent the 
people and stock from starving. Tensas par­ 
ish is submerged and 20.000 people are desti­ 
tute. The river at St. Joseph is six inches 
above the high water of 1882, and the river is 
risiug from Cairo down. Governor McEnery 
telegraphs that the laboring classes are in 
great distre-s, and asks the Secretary of W ar 
for as many rations as in 18S2. 
Governor McEnery has received a dispatch 
pajing that the Black, the lower Ouchits, the 
Little, the lower and tho upper Tensas rivers 
sections are entirely overfl »we»i. The people 
and stock need immediate relief. 
New Y ork, March 26th.—It wa=» reported 
on the street this morning that the Texas Pa­ 
cific Railroad had temporarily tied up 
at the New Orleans terminus ; that the 
ecgLues had been run Into the r< uod- 
hoiisee, and the cars switched cff to 
dry place?, owing to heavy washouts. 
Your reporter saw C. G. Elder, freight agent 
of the road, who said: 
There is some 
truth in the report. 
L°vees on the Missis­ 
sippi bava burst, and flooded the land be­ 
tween Cheney ville and New Orleans, so that 
traffic between these points is suspended. 
Cannot say wher the damage will be repaired, 
but freight is received right along and sent 
up the Red river by steamers.” 
P o rt A llen (L i.), M arch 26;h.—The For- 
dcche levee is broken, and help in the way of 
eteamb »ata is called for to remove the people 
and stick. This break causes the overflow 
of one of the richest cane-producing eecticns 
of the State. 
V icksburg, M arch 26th.—The river is 
even with the high water of 1874. At Davis 
Band everything is overflowed, and for thirty 
miles down the river, except Lovell’s plant­ 
ation at Somerset, never before inundated, is 
now at the mercy of the waves. From the 
high points in this city tho Delta looks as it 
built in the cm ter of a big lake, the people 
going from house to house in skiffs. 
J ackson (Mi*s ), M arch 26 h.—A report 
from Rodney, Jrff¿rs*>n couuty, says 2,000 
people have been rendered destitute by the 
oveiflow. A call is made for Government 
hid. 
I nlCeil Stales Senate. 
W ashington, March 20;b.—The Senate 
took up the bill reported frwm the Committee 
on Indian Affairs, providing for the allotment 
of lands in severalty to Indians on various 
reservation*, and to extend the protection of 
the laws of ths States and Territories ove.* 
the Indianp. 
A fter a short debate the bill parsed. 
The education bill was then taken up, and 
Vance spoke at length on the canrse of Mas­ 
sachusetts, whose peopl«, when slavery be­ 
came unprofitable to them, sold their negroes 
to the Sou'b, and thro sung a doxology 
through thtir noses and thanked God that 
they were not responsible for the acts cf in­ 
iquity. 
Dolph concurred in the main with the pur­ 
pose of the pending till, though not w ith its 
details. All Northern, W es’ern and Pacific 
State* could educate. The Southern States 
would voluntarily tax themselves. As much 
as the people of Portland, Oregon, had done, 
they would be able to give all their people as 
good an education as «a majority of the mem­ 
bers of the United States Senate had received 
in their childhood. 
Jonas of Louisiana denied emphatically, 
as ba?ely calumnious, any charge that the 
people of the South had any pcejudice 
against the colored people. Replying to an 
inquiry from Harrison, Jonas said the col­ 
ored voters of the South “ voted freely and 
fairly at the polls, and to a large extent con­ 
trol our electious.” 
He hoped the time 
would come when every man. woman and 
child in the South could be educated by their 
own State. 
Butler opposed the bill. He could find no 
authority in the Constitution for the proposed 
measure. 
Further debate on the bill was interrupted 
by Jcnas calling up the Ilnuse joint resolu­ 
tion appropriating aid for the sufferers by the 
Mississippi floods, the $125,000 not expended 
for the relief of tne sufferers by the Hoods in 
Ohio. 
The resolution was passed. 
The Senate went into executive session, 
and soon adjourned. 
House of Representative*. 
W ashington, M arch 26.h,—-The House 
adopted the resolution for the relief of the 


p?ople in the fl>oded district along the lower 
Mississippi. 
The House went into Committee of the 
W hole—Dorshtimer in the chair—on the 
bonded extension bill. 
Pusup, McCormick, J. D. Taylor, Brown, 
W arner of Ohio and Cox of North Carolina 
opposed the measure. 
W orthington and others favored the meas­ 
ure, and the committee rose informally for 
tb* purpose of limiting the general debate. 
Blackburn moved that it be closed in one 
hour and a half to-morrow. 
The motion was agreed to, and the com­ 
mittee, having resumed its session, was ad­ 
dressed by Hewitt of New York in support 
of the bill. 
After a lengthy debate the committee arose 
and the House adjourned. 
The Ca*e uf Superintendent MeRu»lrk. 
W ashington, March 26th.—H. J. Mc- 
Kusick, late Superintendent of the Railway 
¿Mail Service for the division cf California. 
h&3 been here for several days, in relation to 
his removal, February 20th, oa charges con­ 
nected with weighing the mails of the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon Railway. McKusick con­ 
siders his removal unjust, and as it was 
partially founded on anonymous charges sent 
to the Department by his enemies iu Califor­ 
nia, ha demanded from Fostmaater-Genaral 
Gresham a chance to vindicate himself. Last 
Saturday he was allowed to be p.eseut in his 
own behalf, refuting the charge*, an-.l at the 
conclusion of the interview General Gresham 
agreed to make an order withdrawing the 
order of dismissal this week. To-day the fol­ 
lowing order «M issued : “ The order of 
February 20, 1884, di-iinissicg It. J. Mc­ 
Kusick from tile position »>f Superintendent 
of the Railway Mail S?rvice for the Eight 
Division is revoked, and hi-s resignation will 
be accepted as of the same date, r.t his re­ 
quest.” McKusick’s resignation was pend­ 
ing before the charges were preferred, 
as 
he 
had 
contemplated 
retiring 
from hi3 office for over a year; but as the 
charges were preferre 1 soon after, it was not 
acted upon. The order issued t - lay. there­ 
fore, practically exonerates McKurick. Dur­ 
ing the hearing granted to McKusick, he 
stated that Dr. Farde?, late State vStnator of 
Alameda, and Dr. L. H . Cary, present As­ 
semblyman from that county, were the insti­ 
gators of the anonymous charges against 
him. Both gentlemen, however, were spon­ 
sors for other allegations before the Depart­ 
ment. 
Cary was surgeon in Gresham’s bri­ 
gade in the army, and through his personal 
friendship with the J’ostniaster-General was 
enabled to give considerable weight to his 
charge*. McKusick alleged that Cary’s abuse 
was owing to tho fact that he recommended 
the dismissal of Caiy s son, who was for­ 
merly employed under McKusick. The lat­ 
ter says this young man was inetfi dent, and 
wcs removed for cause, McKusick’s resigna­ 
tion takes effect to-day. He will return to 
California in a few days, 
Señale Confirmations.

A t the 
close of the routine business, Mr. Miller, 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations, asked that the Senate proceed to ex­ 
ecutive business, and Sargent’s nomination 
was confirmed in executive session, without 
rtferenc3, as is the rule, to a committee. 
There 
twt reasons for the celerity 
show-o by*ftie Senate i*i acting on the case. 
The first undoubtedly was a feeling that 
Sargent had not been pleasantly received 
in Berlin, aud that the legislative department 
of the Government wished to show its appre­ 
ciation of his services by sanctioning without 
delay the action of the President. Secondly, 
it is an uuwritten rule of the Secate that ex- 
ro^nikers of that body appointed to Federal 
offices shall be confirmed without the for­ 
mality observed in oth^r cases by reference to 
a committee. Secretary Frelinghuyseu, im­ 
mediately after the nomination was con­ 
firmed, cabled Sargent, notifying him of the 
complimentary tc'don of the Senate, and con­ 
gratulating him upon the change.

NEEDED—A 
CODE 
FOR 
TH E 
PARTY. 


Remarking upon the proposition to take 
from the people at the primaries the selec­ 
tion of delegates to the State Convention 
of the Republican party, the Oakland 
Tribunt says : “ The whole tendency of 
the tim es is in the direction of popular 
actioo, and against the assum ption of un­ 
delegated power by any inferior organized 
body. 
The election of delegates to the 
Convention which is to determ ine the pop­ 
ular choice for President and Vice-Presi­ 
dent cannot be taken from the hands of 
th e people w ithout creating dissent and 
dissatisfaction which may be far-reaching 
in their effects. 
Xo comm ittee is author­ 
ized, by the term s of resolutions under 
which it is created, to appoint delegates to 
any Convention on it3 own original mo­ 
tion. 
No such action will be sanctioned 
by the people from whom committees de­ 
rive such powers as they possess.’’ 
Unquestionably this is the right doctrine. 
The rumor has prevailed here th at no R e­ 
publican primaries will he held in Sacra­ 
mento connty this spring. W e do not credit 
it as verity. 
W e are unwilling to believe 
th at a m ajority of the Republican Centra! 
Committee will be so shortsighted. 
But 
we are able to state th at some of tbe com­ 
m ittee do favor the usurpation. 
I t is 
tim ely, therefore, to bring this m atter to 
the attention of members of the party. 
The party is harmonious now ; the way 
to keep it so is to afford its members the 
broadest opportunity for manifesting their 
will. 
Party government resides only with 
the members of the party, and every a t­ 
tem pt to remove it more distantly will 
tend to cool the ardor, if not drive out the 
indcpandent votsr. 
I t is one of the dis­ 
tinguishing traits of the Republican party 
th at its composition is such th at indepen­ 
dency develops under any and all attem pts 
to domineer. 
Republicans are quick to 
resent all rule to which they have not 
freely assented. 
I t is this independent 
and fearless spirit th at makes men Repub­ 
licans. 
Subserviency is the one thing the 
spirit of the party will not take on. 
I t is 
th e chief reason 'o r the existence of the 
organization to-day th at it is the party of 
intelligent action and independent and 
thinking factors. 
The Republican party has never freely 
delegated its powers ; to do so is to deny 
th e principles on which it rests. 
There 
have been in the history of the party times 
when mere committees, appointed only to 
pu t into operation the machinery of the 
party through which the party will can he 
given voice, have assumed to speak and act 
in the name of the party, and to bind it by 
such expression and action. 
In the great 
m ajority of such cases the results have 
been disastrous. 
If it is attem pted in Ala­ 
m eda or Sacramento, or any» here else this 
year, the consequences will he neither 
pleasant nor beneficial. 
The tru th ie, the Republican party needs 
a code to deline the metes aud bounds of 
com m ittee jurisdiction, and for th at very 
reason we need prim aries prefatory to 
C ounty Conventions this year, and County 
Conventions prefatory to State Conven­ 
tion*. 
V hen the County Conventions 
shall assemble, the first business should be 
the selection of the committees to repre­ 
sent the party in the intervals between 
Conventions, and the best working m ate­ 
rial should be put into such structures. 
Usually the procedure of committee choos­ 
ing is postponed nntil the last hours of the 
sitting, and the duty is then hastily di- 
vidcd between delegations, and not en­ 
gaged in w ith spirit or by the mass of the 
Convention. This has always teen a wrong. 
The committee acts for the whole of the 
party, and the party representative, as a 
unit, should choose its agent - the commit- 
¿se—having due regard, however, to the 
recamm endations of Supervisor districts. 
Such action will do aw ay with a system 
th a t has long been a source of irritation 
w ithin the party. 
I t is as well at this 
tim e t j begin right, no m atter how long 
tradition has kept us in the groove of 


error. 
The second duty should be to declare 


the duty of the committee specifically 
and affirmatively, setting forth its powers 
and privileges, and distinctly m arking the 
lines, 
passage 
beyond 
which 
will 
be 
deemed usurpation. 
These two things 
accomplished, the party will 
be 
knit 
together 
more 
firmly 
than 
ever, 
and 
unity will be accomplished th at is now de­ 
pendent altogether 
upon 
the 
possible 
action of the central committees in every 
county in the State, and keeps the party 
continually in a state of donbt and uncer­ 
tainty. 
For instance, we know th a t it expresses 
¿he best sentim ent of the Republican party 
to say th at no central committee in city or 
county has or should have the power to de­ 
fine the policy of the party, or promulgate 
platforms for it—as has been done. 
Nor 
to search for candidates, or put them for­ 
ward, or use the machinery of the party or 
the influence of committee m embership in 
the interest of any ambition—as has been 
done. 
Nor to chose from the party ranks 
delegates to conventions th a t bave it in 
their power to bind or loose the party con­ 
science or announce the party faith. Com­ 
m ittees, in short, are the servitors, not the 
masters of the party. 
If this is not clearly understood to be the 
law of the party now, the Booner it is en­ 
acted into party law and w ritten down so 
unequivocally th at there can be no mis­ 
take, the better for all concerned. 
If the 
men who assume to be leaders have the 
wisdom th at should characterize such, they 
will do their utm ost to bring and keep 
party government as close to the ranks as 
is possible. 
If the men in the ranks do 
not then respond to the call to formulate 
party declaration, no blame can be laid 
upon the leaders.

TROUBLE 
I S 
MANITOBA. 


To-day the Legislative Assembly of the 
province of M anitoba is to assemble. 
The 
importance of the event is found in the 
attitude of the agriculturists of th at vigor­ 
ous little provincial State tow ard the < lov- 
ernm ent of the Dominion. 
I t promises to 
he a session in which the first serious pro­ 
test against Canadian rule will he entered 
accompanied hv a th reat of secession, or 
rebellion against 
constituted authority. 
M auitoba sincerely desireB independence. 
T hat is at the bottom of all the recent 
agitation in the W innipeg region. 
As we 
have heretofore rem arked, there is no 
probability of M anitoba successfully re­ 
sisting the Government. 
However, should 
the province make the attem pt, it will in­ 
volve 
the Governm ent very 
seriously. 
N othing more unhappy for it could gome 
about than the necessity of using force. 
The federation is not a very strong bond ; 
the people of B ritish Columbia have very 
little sym pathy w ith the Government. 
Those upon the border are anim ated by the 
example of the Northxvestern States of 
our own Union, and desire th a t freedom of 
action which they witness in their A m eri­ 
can neighbors daily. 
M anitoba desires to 
construct railroads on plans of her own 
and secure transport for 
her incoming 
goods and outgoing products of her own 
choosing. 
This dem and the Governm ent 
resists, declaring th a t M anitoba m ust be 
hound by the Federal railroad laws, and 
pay the tariff on supplies, to which the 
Governm ent gives its assent. Against this 
declaration the people are very largely op­ 
posed, and the opposition takes a violent 
form. 
I t m ust culm inate very shortly, 
and the probability is th at at the session 
of the Legislature now to be held there 
will be advanced measures tlyit will lead to 
an open rupture. 
T hat M anitoba will, 
however, declare her independency, we do 
not anticipate. 
So small a num ber of peo­ 
ple m ust realize, when brought to the 
climax of the situation, th at resistance 
by force of arms will 1)3 useless. 
Their 
wrongs are great enough, to be sure ; hut 
not all wrongs are righted, and not all 
.States are able to Bhake off obnoxious 
authority..,

THE LEGISLATURE. 


New York has honored herself by m ak­ 
ing the first great step in municipal re­ 
form. 
She has shorn the vicious political 
powers of the patronage of appointm ents 
and conferred it upon the M ayor of New 
Y ork City, who is responsible to the peo­ 
ple directly. 
Now it is proposed to go a 
step further and give him the sole power 
of removal, 
also. 
And why not? 
The 
principle is the same in both cases. 
To 
this proposition it is replied th a t it is dan­ 
gerous to vest so much power in the hands 
of one man. 
But experience has shown 
th at it is more dangerous, very much more 
so, to vest the power in a Board of Alder­ 
men. 
As ex-Governor Hoffman puts it in 
a recent letter on the subject, “ it is not 
centralization ; 
it is concentration.” 
If 
this thing goes on the Democratic party in 
New Y ork will have no fodder left soon, 
and m ust die for w ant of sustenance.

It is the hope of California, if his esti­ 
mate is well grounded.

Stockton is becoming very much "w orked u p ’• 
about slickens in the San Joaquin channels. 
It is 
said that unless something is speedily done to 
silence the hydraulic monitors in Calaveras county, 
the navigable approach to Stockton will soon be de­ 
stroyed. 
At one point in Mormon channel the ac­ 
cumulated slickens were dredged out two years ago, 
leaving a depth of six feet of water. 
One year later 
a bar had formed at the same placa, the slickens 
being about three feet above tbe surface of the water 
at the lowest stage of the latter. Stockton, it is fair 
to say, cave Sacramento her sympathy in the effort 
to prevent th» destruction of the Sacramento river 
and adjacent lands, and in her threatened trouble 
that city is entitled to a return of the sympathetic 
sentiment. 


Tuk United States man-of-war Iroquois, which has 
been on the South American and Mexican roast, has 
the seeds of yellow fevsr so deeply sown in her 
scams that she has been ordered to Alaska that tbe 
germs may be frozen out. 
It is certain that Mexico

i* comparatively new.

EXTRA SESSION—THIRD DAY. 


SENATE. 


The Senate met at 3 p . m., pursuant to adjourn­ 
ment, Lieutenant Governor Daggett in the chair. 
(Quorum present. J urnal read and approved.' 
Langford, from the Committee on Rules, subm it­ 
ted a report, incorporating the rules of the last reg­ 
ular SvSiionwith three exceptiois. 
Rule 14 was 
om itted; also Rule 15, designating tbe standiug 
committees, was stricken out and the following in­ 
serted : 
Rule 14. Appointment and order of standing com­ 
mittees. 
The* following standing committees siiali 
be appointed: 
1. 
Committee on Contingent Experses and Mile­ 
age, to consist of five members. 
2 Committee ou Engrossed Dills, to consist of six 
members. 
3. Committee on Enrolled Bills, to consist of six 
members. 
4. Committee on .Judiciary, to consist of sixteen 
members (an addition of two). 
5. Committee on Pub.ic Priutiug, to consist of 
three members. 
6. Committee on Revenue and Taxation, to con­ 
sist of seven members. 
7. Committee on Federal Relations, to consist of 
five members. 
8. Committee on Constitutional Amendments, to 
consist of nine members. 
_ 
_ 
The other rules were adopted up to 37, which (in 
the old form) reads: "R u le 37—Suspending and 
Changing Rules—No standing rule or order of the 
Senate shall be rescinded or changed without a vote 
of two-thirds, and one day’s notice being given of 
the motion therefor; but a rule or order may be 
suspended temporarily by a vote of two-thirds of 
the Senators present, except th at portion of Rule 
6 relating to the fiual passage of bills,’ etc. 
The report of the committee changed the words 
" two-thirds” in the first instance to " a majority,” 
but otherwise made no change in the wordii g of the 
rule. The impresasion seemed to be that the cmis 
ti in to strike out the words "tw o -th ird s” in the 
U ttar part of the rule was unintentional on the part 
of the committee, and English at once moved to 
recommit the report, for amendment. 
Cross objected. He said the report, as returned 
by the committee, seemed to be eminently fitting to 
the occasion. 
By it a majority vote was required to 
make a permanent change in any rule, but it took 
two-thirds for a temporary suspension. 
This cer­ 
tainly was an extraordinary rule ; but then the occa 
si on W4S an extraordinary one—the Governor bad 
so declared in his proel imaiion. 
He believed in the 
eternal fitness of things ; be liked this rule. Some­ 
thing extraordinary was expected of this special ses­ 
sion. 
It must no t’ only do everything iu teu days, 
but it m ust undo everything it does not do. 
lie 
hoped the rule, as read by the Secretary, would be 
adopted, as it seemed to him to be ju st what was 
desired 
Addressing the Chairman of the commit­ 
tee, “ W hat do you want ?” 
Langford—Well, I don’t know as I understand the 
situation. [Merriment.] 
Kellogg argued against the majority rule. 
He 
had seen ihe day when forty-two Republican As­ 
semblymen would have liked nothing better than 
to have had such a rule to enforce against thirty- 
eight Democrats. 
But the latter had some protec­ 
tion in the rule which required a two-fhirds vote to 
change or susjK-nd the rules. 
He challenged any 
Senator to show wherein a majority rule of this 
kiud had ever been adopted, except on one occasion 
in Congress. 
It was never heard of in anv i arlia- 
mentary body. Tbe m ajority cannot afford to 
establish such a rule. 
)f ae were in the minority, 
it would be just what he would like. 
McClure offered as a substitute the old ru!e (as 
printed above). 
He said it was highly necessary 
for the preservation of order, and decency, ami fair­ 
ness, to have established rules of procedure. When 
any valid reason could be shown why the Seuate 
should depart from the precedent of ages it might 
be time enough to propose such a thing. 
He could 
not see tbe necessity for it now, when a Democratic 
President of the Senate (composed of 32 Democrats 
to 8 Republicans) had placed on the Committee of 
Rules six Democrats and one Republican. 
He did 
not care if one branch of Congress did, for a pur­ 
pose, enact such a rule on one occasion; it was not 
right. 
Did the minority at the last session resort 
to any filibustering tactics 1 
For himself, he pur­ 
posed 
to 
act 
legitimately 
within 
old- 
established 
rules. 
It 
was 
not 
becoming 
for 
the 
majority 
to 
come here 
and 
say 
they 
would rush through, under 
a 
majority 
rule, some im portant measure affecting Fcder.l re­ 
lation*, f<>r instance, aud say the minority shall not 
have its rights respected. This proposed rule might 
prove to be as dangerous as a two-edged sword. 
The majority might feel like taking all the chances, 
but the minority had a right to protection. 
If this 
extraordinary rule were adopted, snap judgm ent 
might be taken while seme .Senators on the minority 
side were temporarily aosent on committee or other 
duty, and they would have no redress. The t .vo- 
thirds rule was necessary to prevent the taking up 
of unwise bills, and had always served a good pur­ 
pose. 
He could see no justice in changing it at this 
session. There were but three sections of the Con­ 
st tutiuti requiring action at this session, and it was 
premature and unreasonable to talk of legislation 
being balked by tbe minority. The latter won.d be 
glad to adjourn in ten days. 
For the majority, 
with its present power (32 to *), to say to the minor­ 
ity, " We’ll take you by the throat and hold you 
down ; or, when we catch any of you eut of jo u r 
Beats, will take up the work and oveiriie you,” 
would be nn arrogant abuse of power. 
lie quoted 
from Cushing in support < t the proposition that a 
two-thirds vote on changing rules was demanded by 
every principie of right and decency, and the rights 
of the minority should not be subjected to the 
caprices of the majority. 
Filchcr offered an amendment to McClure’s substi­ 
tute, making the rule read " a majority of all the 
Senators elected,” instead of “ present.” 
Spencer oí Na pa spoke at length in support of the 
majority rule, 
lie thought th at all the legislation 
«>f this session should be non-pirtHan, and where 
there were no ]>olitical measures involved the ma­ 
jority rule should be satisfactory to everylxKiy. 
It 
was as fair for one side as another. The law pre­ 
sumes that every Senator will be present to vote, 
and he need have no advantage taken of him 
He 
would support the amendment offered by the Sena­ 
tor from Placer 
Cross thought th at eom; of Senator McC lire's 
arguments should be answered. 
He [McClure) hail 
dared to intim ate that minorities have rights that 
should be respected, and he (Cress) would like to 
have him prove it. 
He then replied to some re­ 
marks of the Senator from Napa, in which Repub­ 
licana were rebuked for not part cipating in the 
ciucus called for Monday evening bv Senator Del 
Valle and Assemblyman Campbell. 
He said he, 
although of the majority, happened in there acci­ 
dentally and was almost as highly entertained as if 
he had gone to t'ne Tivoli. 
He did not know it to 
be an admitted fact to at minorities have ri»:l*t8 ; but 
if they have, then majorities should also have some 
right-. 
As one of the majority (being a Democrat), 
he wanted that majority protected, lie hoped that 
from this time on there would be no more talk about 
men being dishonest because he did not agree with 
others on certain questions. 
lie did not know but 
that he should, with the majority, be ready to hit 
the head of the minority with a good stout Demo­ 
cratic club whenever it dared show up. 
Del Y.ille replie I to some of the allusions made 
by the Nevada Senator to the alleged non-partisan 
caucus. 
FiJcncr argued in favor of his amendment, which 
he thought would guard against any possible unwise 
action by a bare quorum. 
Knight, Kellogg, Reddy and Johnson spoke in 
favor of the Filcher amendment. 
Vrcoman thought the question one of vast im­ 
portance. The benate wms not only making rules 
f.»r this session, but it was debating the advisability 
of doing something that might establish a dsnger- 
oU8 precedent. 
it might be, in the estimation of 
the majority, proper to override the rights of the 
minority, 
lie did not fo much contend for a two- 
thirds ru e at this session as for a principle so old 
that the mind of man runneth not to the contrary. 
A rule should be permanent, but tease t í be one 
when a hare m ajority sha I have power to change 
it. 
It was out of place for one cf the majority to 
drag in ti this debate the subject of the so-called 
non-partisan caucus. The speaker was not in the 
habit of considering grave questions of public con­ 
cern in such a body, ami the promoters of that cau­ 
cus must have known in advance that it would be a 
failure. The im portant questions upon which Sen­ 
ators were called upon to legislate could not be con­ 
sidered in one evening in a caucus. 
It was an ab­ 
surd proceeding from the first. 
Whitney thought that any rule which did not h ive 
the respect of two-thirds of any body, u h#:i a change 
was contemplated, must be objectionable 
McClure raid he had offered Ins substitute on 
principle, but as so much bad been said on the sub­ 
ject, and the debate had taken such a wide range, 
he would withdraw it. 
Referring to the caucus, 
about which so much had been said, he would say 
that he did not cyme to tbe Capitol for the purp »ge 
of meeting and discussing in a caucus, or mob, such 
gntve and intricate questions as relate to revenue 
ami taxation. 
He came here to legislate—not to 
fritter away his time in caucuses. 
Del Valle again defended hi4 motives and action 
regarding the calling tf that caucus. 
Cfosa Mid he found himself in the position of the 
humorist who was forced to explain one of his 
best jokes, 
lie had declared that minorities have 
no rights. In so doing he made—or attempted to 
Perpetrate a joke ; but it was apparent to him that 
lie tud made a dismal failure of it. 
If forgiven he 
would never again attem pt that particular joke. 
Kilcher's amendment to the Original Rule 37 (now 
36) was then adopted, as were the remai ider of the 
rules of last session, without division. 
Kellogg offered a resolution appointing Joseph 
Van Fraag Porter of Commiltee-rooms at a per diem 
of St. 
Adopted. 
On motion of Murphy, the Senate adjourned until 
Thursday at 2 r. v. 


ASSEM BLY. 


The Assembly was called to order at 2 r. v ,, 
SjKraker L i Rue in the chair. 
Prayer was offered by 
the Chaplain. 
The Committee on Attaches and Employes made 
a report on several resolutions relative to porters. 
The conui.i .tee reported agairst the app* intm ent of 
further help. Clark, the Chairman of the eommi - 
tee, said there were already five porters for the 
H iu s \ and he thought that was sufficient. 
Report 
adopted. 
Siuon, Chairman of Committee on Rule4», reported 
back the resolution to increase the Jui.i iu y Com­ 
mittee from thirteen to fiftecen, and recommended 
that it do not pass. 
storke moved tk&t the word " n o t" b e stricken 
from the report. 
Healey and Irwin favored the increase, while 
Booth and Sweatlaod opposed it. and Leversjn 
claimed there wns no committee legally to increase, 
and wished the Si>&aker to at once appoint a full list 
of committees. 
Finally the amendment was lost, and the report 
of the committee was then carried by a vote of 41 
ayes, 32 noes. 
’ Granger, who voted in the affirmative, gave notice 
that he would move a reconsideration. 
Terry moved that the rules be suspended, and that 
the vote be reconsidered immediately. 
The roll was called, with the following re s u lt: 
Ayes 35, noes 39. 
Tae Committee on Rules recommended that the 
resolution increasing tbe Committees on Corpora- 
ti u s and Wav* and Means by the addition cf four 
members each bt. passed. Carried. 
The Committee ou Rules reported ba k the reso­ 
lution increasing the Committ c on Constitutional 
Amendment» frou; five members to nine, and rec­ 
ommended .m a substitute th at it be Increased to 
eleven. The subsUtut* was adopted. 
The Committc - on Public Expenditures and Ac­ 
counts repot t.*d hark the resolution appropriating 
i 10 for a postofliee box, and recommended i f? ado|>- 
ti n. Concurred in. 
Irwin introduced an Act prop sing an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of California in re­ 
lation to the assesc'inent oi property for taxation, 
and the equalization 
thereof. 
It proposes to 
change Section 10 of Article XIII. so as to read as 
follows: 
"A ll property, except as hereinafter in 
this section provided, shall be assessed in tbe 
countv, city, city and county, town, township or 
district in which it ii situated,’ in the manner pro ­ 


vide d by law. The franchise, roadway, roadbed, 
rails and rolling stock of all railroads operated in 
more than one county m thi9 State 9hall be assessed 
by a State Assessor, and the game shall be appor- 
ti ned to the c «unties, cities, cities and counties, 
towns, townships and districts in which such rai - 
r ads are located, in proportion to tne number • f 
miles of railway laid in such counties, cities, citi« s 
aud couuties, towns, townships and districts. 
Ail 
a-ses'mi^nis shall be made by tbe S t.te Board of 
Equalization until regula ed by statute. 
The State 
Board of Equalization shall regulate tbe duties cf 
the State Assessor. 
In the month of January in 
each year the Governor thall appoint a S u te As­ 
sessor, who ehali hold office until his successor is ap­ 
pointed and qualified. The salary of the State As­ 
sessor shall not exceed 83,000 per annum, and, until 
fixed bv st .tute, shall be fixed by an order of the 
Governor.” Referred to Committee on Constitu- 
ional Amendments. 
Leverson introduced a bill proposing to levy a 
graduated tax on the net income of persons and 
corporations, where it amounts to $10,000 and up­ 
wards. 
Campbell submitted a resolution proposing an 
ameudment to Sections 22, 23 and 24 o' Article XII. 
of the Constitution of the State of CViforci», in re­ 
lation to the Railroad Commission. It provides for 
the election of three Railroad Commissioners by the 
qualified electors of the State at the n * \t general 
election ami every four years thereafter. 
The of­ 
fices of the present Railroad Commissioners shail 
become vacant by the adoption of thri amendment 
by tbe people and its promulgation by the Governor 
of the State, which vacancies shall be filled by ap­ 
pointments by the Governor, whose appointees shall 
hold until the Commissioners elected at the next 
general election shall qualify as such. 
Referred to Committee on Constitutional Amend­ 
ment*. 
Bam* introduced the following : 
W hereas, Tnere is now pending in the House of 
Representatives of the United Mates a bill intro­ 
duced by Hon. Chas. A. Sumner of t.iis St>te, fixing 
a maximum rate of charges for transportation of 
passengers by railroad corporations ; and whereas, 
the passage of ssid b»ll would conduce to the relief 
of the people <>f this State from extortionate railway 
charges, and tend to promote its prosperity ; there­ 
fore he it 
Resolved by the Assembly, the Senate concurring. 
That we heartily approve of the object and scope of 
said bill, and indorse its provisions. Be it further 
Resolved, That cur Senators and Representatives 
in C o n g r tb e and they are hereby instructed to 
support ami do all in their power t/secu re the pas­ 
sage of said hill. 
B eit fuither 
Resolved, That the Governoi be requested to for 
ward a copy of the foregoing resolutions to each of 
our Sen at i ra and Representatives in Conuress. 
Barry, in a brief speech, spoke in favor of hi3 
resolutions, ana asked for them the unanimous sup­ 
port of the Assembly. 
Irwin said he bad not read the bill referred to in 
the resolution, but he thought the resolution here 
offered was clearly out of order, as it was not in the 
scope of the call for an ex^ra session. 
Atwell said he was in f¿vor ef referring the m at­ 
ter to an appropriate committee, and made that 
as a motion, so that the members could have an op­ 
portunity of examining into its m e r i t He was 
strongly in favor of anything to pr. Get the people, 
but thought it b-fct to look cautiously into all meas­ 
ures before passing them. 
Granger said he hoped the motion cf the gentle­ 
man fr *m Tulare would prevail. 
Later on it might 
■be eminently proper. 
He said the Legislature was 
called together at this tune to consider the problem 
of transportation in this State. 
While he approved 
of every movement that tended to rectify the evils 
complained of, yet he was not as yet prepared to 
pass outside the boundaries of California without 
great precaution. 
He said the question of State 
rights to him was a grave question which required 
considerable attention. So far as the Territories 
were concerned Congress had jurisdiction. 
He 
wished further time to examine into the m atter and 
ascertain if it was not an encroachment upon State 
rights. 
Nicol sai'* it was a m atter that did not belong to, 
and never should have been brought before, the As­ 
sembly. 
He had never read the bill, and knew 
nothing about it. Others o.i the floor were as ig­ 
norant of the m atter as he was. 
He moved to lay 
the resolution on the table. 
Lost -ayes 11, noes 61. 
Leverson moved that the resolution be referred to 
tiie Committee on Corporations, with instructions 
to procure a copy of the bill and report tbe same 
baek t j the House as soon as possible. 
Irwin then raised the point of order that it was 
not a m atter that came within the scope of the call 
for the extra session. 
Terry said he was of the opinion that the Assem­ 
bly could ( in ploy its time more profitably bv pro­ 
ceeding with the business they were called together 
to transact than Dy passing such buncombe resolu­ 
tion as the one under e msiderution. 
He hoped the 
Assembly would table the resomtion, and sit down 
ou all such buncombe business. 
It (lid not be’ong 
in the House, did not c >ine within the scope of tbe 
call of the Governor, aud should never have been 
offered. 
He was as much an anti monopolist as was 
the author of the resolution ; but this, he claimed, 
was a foolish and unnecessary waste ©f time. 
Barry replied to the gentleman from Sau Joaquin 
with much warmth, and sud he, 
ad others, 
should be the last one to talk about buncombe in 
others. 
lie claimed that l ¡4 resolution was proper 
and well timed. 
The Chair ruled that the point of order was not 
well taken. 
An appeal from his decision was taken, and the 
Chair was sustained. 
The resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Coroorati ms, in accordance with the motion of Mr. 
Levers n. 
Booth introduced a resolution that the Committee 
on Constitutional Amendments be authorized to 
employ a clerk. 
Adopted. 
The Speaker appointed the additional members of 
commi tees as follows:

Campbell hss introduced a bill for defraying the 
expenses of the extra session, as follows :

per diem and mileage of Assemblymen, $21,ro ) ; for 
pay of officers and Clerks of Assembly, §3,500 ; for 
contingent expenses of the Assembly, $6,000; for 
the per diem and mileige of the Licuteoant-Guv- 
eruor and Senator», $10,000 ; for the pay of officers 
anu C’erks of the Senate, $5,000. 
At 4 r. m. the Assembly adjourned.

Some Caustic Comment on the Governor's 
Action. 


(San Francisco Chronicle, March 26th.) 


S a c r a m e n t o , March 25th.—Your corre­ 
spondent interviewed tho Attorney-General 
yesterday. 
The conversation, which was 
quite long, was in the main as follows : 
“ Statements have been made that you as­ 
sented directly or indirectly to a waiver of 
tbe State’s claim for interest and penalties 
i i the railroad tax cases. 
How is this ?” 
“Any one who says that is either utterly 
ignorant or a barefaced liar. 
I remitted 
nothing, waived nothing, directly or indirect­ 
ly. 
I tcok » payment on accouBt, expressly 
reserving the claim of tue State to the re­ 
mainder, respecting which proceedings are 
now pending on appeal. 
Tfce litigati in be­ 
tween tbe State and the railways is in pre­ 
cisely the same shape as it avaB in before the 
partial payment was made, the only differ­ 
ence being that I haye got the face of tbe 
taxes.” 
“ Yet Governor Stoneman left me under 
the impression on Saturday that it was the 
action taken by you in these cases which ren­ 
dered the calling of an extra session an im­ 
perative necessity.” 
“ If Governor Stoneman conveyed any 
such impression, or said or implied that I 
compromised anything, or remitted any­ 
thing, he uttered a villainous slander. 
He 
knows it is not so. A slander of the kiod was 
published and repeated for several days by 
a newspaper in San Fra^cieco, and I was bo 
indifferent to what it stated that I did not 
for quite awhile take the trouble to lay ths 
facts before the public. 
But avitii the Gov­ 
ernor it íb different. 
He kuew the facts, and 
if ho implied that I compromited anything 
he uttered a vile elander, knowing it to be 
false.” 
“ Permit me to draw your attention to the 
tenth section of the list of ‘ objects' upon 
which the Governor invites the Legislature 
to legislate, in relation to declaring that the 
people of California have not authorized and 
do not ratify any compromise, etc. 
This sec­ 
tion certainly impiies that compromises have 
been made by the Attorney-General.” 
“ The paragraph which you read,” was the 
reply, “ has been the laughing stock of the 
Bar ever since it appeared iu print. 
As I 
have already told you, there have been uo 
compromises, as the Governor knows well. 
If there had been it would be no part of the 
business of the Legislature to ratify them or 
otherwise. The Attorney-General is a bratch 
of the Government. 
The Legislature is not 
called upon to ratify his acts any more than 
he is called upou to ratify theirs. 
His du­ 
ties, like theirs, are defined by the Constitu­ 
tion, and cannot be altered except by a con­ 
stitutional amendment. 
As to sayiug that 
he shall not accept judgment for less than 
the turn named in bis complaint, that is 
childish. 
Suppose he made an error of 25 
cents in his addition, would he be debarred 
from accepting a judgment which rectified 
the error?” 
“ What is the object of the present ses­ 
sion ? ” 
“ That is a car undrum which I must leave 
you to guees. 
Some time ago, when the 
State was iu financial trouble and tha funes 
were so low that several departments and 
Bome of the counties were embarrassed, and 
we had been compelled to borrow §80.000 
from Crocker to run the State Prison, I noti­ 
fied Governor Stoneman that if he did not 
call an extra session I would accept from tbe 
railways a judgment on sccount, which ttiey 
said they were williog to make. 
He called 
no extra session. 
I got the money and so 
provided for the immediate wants of the 
State. 
After this there W3s no earthly rea­ 
son for callicg an extra session. 
He now 
sees that he has made a mistake and trie3 to 
lay the blame on me. 
He and his gang try 
to exculpate themselves by slandering the 
Attorney-General.” 
“ What ia your opinion on the subject of 
prohibiting Courts from issuing injunctions ?” 
“ 1 think it is a matter of Bome difficulty. 
I don’t believe it is necessary, any way. 
No 
Court can enjoin a collector from collecting 
a tax regularly levied. The injunctions ob­ 
tained against county collectors did not hold 
water. 
I was served with an injunction 
against taking money from the railroads; I 
just put the injunction into my waste-paper 
basket. An injunction, improvidently grant­ 
ed, ia mere waste paper; nu collector should 
regard it. 
Taxpayers have their remedy by 
an answer in Court to a suit brought for 
taxes.”
